One set of -questions is-being sent 
to those actively engaged in educa- 
tional work, to women’s organiza- 
tions, the U.F.A., Parent-Teachers 
bodies, professional and non-profes- 
sional organizations, and many indi- 
viduals interested in education. 

Another set of questions is being 
sent. out to recent high school gradu- 
ates and those still in grade XII. 

The department hopes in this way 
to gather together a great many val- 
uable and practical suggestions re- 
garding the curriculum. It is realized 
dat the forms of education must 
change to meet the needs of the 
changing conditions of the day and 
it is the opinion of the Department of 
Education that many who are not 
actively engaged in educational worn 
may be able to offer valuable sug- 
gestions as to changes that might be 
made. 

The present high school course has 
been in use for ten years. Five years 
ago it was revised and some changes 
made. Since then conditions have 
changed greatly and the departmeut 
intends to revise the curriculum to 
meet changed needs. With this ob- 
ject in mind, another revision is now 
‘being undertaken.

THE PREVENTION OF RICKETS 


To prevent rickets is easy, and to 
cure mild rickets is not difficult, says 
a writer in “Health”. He states that 
“despite the fact that this disease 
can be controlled with readiness it is 
still very prevalent and contributes 
very ‘largely to infant mortality by 
reducing the resistance of infants to 
infection. Whenever rickets in a child 
has been Allowed to progress untreat- 
ed until ‘crippling deformities have 
/developed” the author says, ‘“perman- 
ent crippling may result from the 
‘rickets itself. Rickets can and should 
be completely eradicated as a dis- 
;ease of civilizeq people. The factor 
which prevents rickets is in the last 
analysis sunlight.”

Social Credit Plan 


Mis series is an explanation of the 
Douglas Social Credit Plan. Mr. 
Williams, (W.) a social credit advo- 
cate, is explaining the plan to his 
friend, Mr. Jones (J.) The scene is 
Mr.. William's home, and the conver- 
sation takes place during an evening 
Wwisit. 


J. “Well what about the National 
Dividend ?” 

W. “It must form an intregal part 
of any proposal for the solution of 
our economic problem: and I want 
you to see Clearly the necessity ror 
the use of such a qevice. First, on 
economic grounds. You know that 
labor saving machinery is installed 
for just what the term implies—that 
is, to save labor and labor cost. If , 
a machine cost as much as workers | 
turning out the same amount of 
goods no employer would bother to 
install machinery. The dismissal ott 
unwanted workers result in the distri- 
bution of less purchasing power for 
these men get no wages. There is 
therefore a lessened demand for the 
products of industry, for these men 
receiving no money, cannot buy what 
the machine makes. Now some 
bright people will tell you that the 


turer will be paid out in dividends so 
that there is no shortage- it is dis- 
tributed to the rich, or at least to 
the shareholders of the industry. + 
this were a fact it would mean that 
dividends were distributed before 
goods were sold and I think any per- 
son who has even the most rudimen- 
tary knowledge of our industrial 
system will recogfiize tprat profys 
come from the sale of goods, and that 
unless the goods are sold, there can 
be no‘question of any profits in the 
form of dividends to be distributed.

In 1916: Briey came once again 
within range of. the French. The 
Briey mines were turning out tons 
of raw. materials ‘per day which were 
being turned into weapons of death 
against French troops, and the.naive 
ciyilian would therefore suppose that 

the French army would turn loose its 
‘bOmbing planes and blast out of’ ex- 
jistence a principal source of enemy 
supply. But neither bombs nor shells 
burst at Briey during’ the entire 
| course of the War. Here the proof of 
the international operations of the 
armament makers is open to no ques- 
tion at all. In the record is the tests- 
mony of Deputy Pierre Flandin , later 
Finance Minister under Tardieu) to 
the effect that he,/an artillery officer 
during the War, knew of his own 
j knowledge that the artillery of the 
French’ Second Army had been ex- 
| Pressly forbidden to bombard Briey 
;when‘a ten-mile penetration of the 
sector would have come close to 
| spelling German ruin. And the state- 
iment of his colleague, Deputy Barthe, 
followed: ‘In order to safeguard pri- 
vate business interests, our military 
chiefs were ordered not to bombard 
the establishments of the Briey basin 
A general who wished to bom- 
, bard them was reprimanded.” 


There is a quality of delirium a- 
bout facts like these. Yet the facts 
are facts. 

The episode of Briey brings us now 
to the pinnacle of the armament 
‘structure. Who held the impulsive 
line officers in check ? 

We must look higher than Schneid- 
er-Creusot for the final answer. For 
far overtopping Sckneider-Creusot 
and its subsidiaries stands the 
great organization of iron and steel 
manufacturers, the Comite des 
Forges de France. 

The Comite des Forges is not, as 
it has been called, the ‘‘French Steel 
, Trust.” Il does not produce or sell. 
, It does not produce or sell. Its activi- 
“tiesties are more subtle: politics and 
propaganda are its principal concerns. 
Its membership consists of 250 com- 
panies, of which over 150 are arma- 
>ment concerns. Member No. 1 is 
| Schneider-Creusot. The Comite con- 
'trols the press; it has the ear of the 
' Foreign Office. Former Presidents of 
‘France have directors of its subsidi- 
| aries. And the President of the Co- 
| mite (we must now displease an- 
other lover of anonymity) is the 
' cloud-wreathed figure of Francois de 
«Wendel. 

“The de Wendels have been Europe’s 
armorers since before’ the 
Revolution. Yet they have not always 
been French nor, even, always the de 
Wendels. They were once von Wen- 
dels and the family was happy to 
serve either Paris or Berlin-——or bet- 
ter, both. In 1914 the ranking mem- 
ber of the family was Humbert von 
Wendel, a member of the German 
Reichstag. After the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles he became Humbert de Wen- 
del. His brother is the Francois of 
the Comite. The family’s enormous 
wealth is in mines, and since boun- 
dary lines now throw most of their 
estates into France, the famly con- 
sists preponderantly of de Wendels, 
but with a sufficient number of von 
Wendels to manage its German af- 
fairs. The long experience of this 
family made Briey almost a minor 
episode. When a military advance 
turned a ‘French’ possession into a 
“German” one, the de Wendels neeu 
have felt no great concern. Regard-

‘| less of the national tags attached to 


these mines, they remained in the 
placid control of one or the otner 
branch of the family. 

The Francois de Wendel of the pre- 
sent days is a Pooh-Bah; his connec- 
tions and directorships would fil) 
pages. He is among other things a 
director not only of the French but 
of the German-de Wendel companies. 
But that coincidence does not set 
forth his true qualities of being a 
Pooh-Bah. Is Francois de Wendel, 
President of the Comite des Forge, 
faceg with a financial problem? Then 
let him consult Francois de Wendel, 
Regent of the Banque de France. 15 
he in need of political support? 
Francois de Wendel, Member of 
Chamber of Deputies, intimate of 
Andre Tardieu, one time controller of 
60 deputies, is the man for him to see. 
Does this piece of news need to be in- 
terpreted?” He cannot do better 
than to consult that powerful journal- 
ist, Francois de Wendel, who owns a 
majority interest in Le Joyrnal des 
Debats, is the head of the group that 
in 1931 purchased the semiofficial 
newspaper of the French Government, 
Le Temps, and is a power in Le Ma- 
tin, L’Echo de Paris, and the Agence 
Havas, the newsgathering organiza- 
tion upon which the provincial press 
of Fratice very largely depends. 

Conspirators is not an unfair word 
t» apply to the armament makers of 
France—yet it must not be used 
melodramatically. Probably Eugeue 
Schneider and Francois de Wendel are 
lovable old gentlemen who weep at a 
Chopin ballade.

Hitler to power provides a neat ex- 
ample. ‘ 

The Comite de Forges anq Scheider 
‘Creusot were not at all unwilling to 
see Hitler gain ascendency in Ger- 
jmany. Documentary proof of this is 
lacking but the inferential proof i» 
|ineseapable. In 1933 Hitler sued a 
German journalist for having made 
jthe statement that Skoda (and 
‘through Skoda, Schneider-Creusot) 
had contributed to his campaign’ ex- 
penses.,When, however, he was chal- 
lenged to make a direct denial that 
this was so, he stormed from the wit- 
ness stand, cursed the opposing law- 
yer for a Jew, and never specifically 
answered the question. Nowhere has 
a denial of the accusation ever been 
made. 

As the recorg stands, the leading 
munition makers of France supported 
the one man most capable of stirring 
up a@ new outbreak of international 
anarchy in Europe. And by a curious 
coincidence (here is where the sword 
presents its other gleaming edge) the 
de Wendel-controlled newspapers in 
Paris immediately broke out in a 
fever of denunciation against the 
Hitler regime and called for frésh 
guaranties of security against the 
menace of rearming Germany! 

In that one example the. whole 
philosophy of most armament makers 
-eveals itself. Keep Europe in a con- 
stant state of nerves. Publish period- 
ical war scares. Impress govern- 
mental officials with the vital neces- 
sity of maintaining armaments a- 
gainst ‘aggressions’ of  neighbo. 
states. For the armament industry 
operates with one curious advantage 
over any other business in the world: 
the greater the competition the great- 


er the amount of business for all 
competitors. If a Scheider-Creusot 
salesman sells 100,000 rifles to Yugo- 
clavia he has already eased the path 
of the Vickers-Armstrongs salesmen 
in selling 200,000 rifles to Italy.

Then is there no hope? Is Europe 
caught so tight in the grip of the 
armament makers thut it can only 
do their bidding? 

Well, the grip is pretty tight, yet 
there is some hope. Perhaps there 
is a war coming, but first there is a 
fight coming. 

And in recent months that fight 
has loomed most noticeably in France 
where resentmént against the de 
‘Wendels and the Schneiders has been 
growing more and more bitter. Many 
groups are beginning to look upon 
the armorers in the light of national 
enemies. 

‘These Shneiders and de Wendels 
miss one point: the trenches and sheli 
holes of war time are only the pri- 
mary lesions of an international so- 
cial disease. When the disease at last 
inevitably attacks the blood and 
bones of nations that have gone to 
war, even de Wendels and Schneiders 
‘can suffer—suffer with their tottering 
banks and collapsing industrial em- 
pires.
